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Continuation of 1 1. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: the Examiner respectfully disagrees. Applicant 
has claimed that "a powder layer.... between the electrode arrays on the front plate and the electrode arrays on the carrier plate." As seen 
in figure 10 of Okajima, the powder layer (item 30) is clearly between the electrodes (items 2 . and 9). The top electrode (item 2) is above 
the powder layer (item 30) and the bottom electrode is beneath the powder layer. Hence, the powder layer is clearly in between the 
electrode arrays. Regarding Applicant's contention that the second dielectric constant is not less than the first, the Examiner respectfully 
disagrees. The Examiner first points to column 14, lines 40-44, which teaches that the first dielectric constant is relatively high at 13. 
Okajima also discloses that the powder layer is made from chromium, which has a dielectric constant between 8 and 12. Hence, the 
second dielectric constant is obviously lower than the first. Therefore, the rejection stands as previously presented.. 
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
